On September 24, 2002 my office faxed copies of Revocation of Power of Attorney 
forms and appointment of Power of Attorney/Change of Correspondence Address forms to 
the US Patent & Trademark Office for each of the above listed applications; confirmation of 
receipt of these faxes by the USPTO were confirmed for each submission.

Tt is respectfully 
requested that the USPTO act expeditiously to correct the record in each of rhe above- 
referenced cases and transmit the Office Actions to my office immediately so that 
prosecution may be properly conducted on behalf of the appiicant(s).
